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1) ...and its decisions are immutable. Read it to be wise, believe it 
to be safe, practice it to be holy.

It is a mine of wealth, a 
paradise of glory, and a river of pleasure. Follow its precepts and 
it will lead you to Calvary, to the empty tomb, to a resurrected 
life in Christ; yes, to glory itself, for eternityj God's word is truly a 
wonderful revelation, and every child of God can enjoy it by 
understanding three principals laid out in our text. 

2) 2 Peter 1:21 For the prophecy came not in old time by the will 
of man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

3) ...writers to write the very words of God. But how do we know 
that they truly wrote the words of God? Well that leads us to 
the insight of Scripture...

A life 
forgiven of sin, a life of mercy and grace, a life of guidance and strength. 
We see Jesus! Our Saviour! Our triumphant Lord! I'm reminded of what 
the song writer wrote: I am so glad that my Father in heaven. Tells of His 
love in the book He has given. Wonderful things in the Bible I see, This is 
the dearest that Jesus loves me. What a glorious granting to the Saint in 
the Scripture! 

2) Ephesians 1:3 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who hath blessed us with ail spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ: 

3) Billy Sunday wrote in the fly leaf of his Bible: "Twenty-nine years ago, with 
the Holy Spirit as my guide, I entered at the portico of Genesis, walked 
down the corridor of the Old Testament art galleries, where pictures of 
Noah, Abraham, Moses, Joseph, Isaac, Jacob, and Daniel hung on the wall. 
I passed into the music room of the Psalms where the Spirit sweeps the 
keyboard of nature until it seems that every reed and pipe in God's great 
organ responds to the harp of David, the sweet singer of Israel." "I entered 
into the chamber of Ecclesiastes, where the voice of the preacher is heard, 
and into the conservatory of Sharon and the lily of the valley where sweet 
spices filled and perfumed my life."

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1) ...like I know me. Likewise, the Holy Spirit knows God better 
than anyone. One author wrote: Because He is so acquainted 
with God, He is the one qualified to teach us about God, Who 
has revealed Himself in His Word." Vs 12 tells us that same Spirit 
lives in us, indwells us! 

2) 2 Timothy 3:16 All scripture is given by inspiration of God... 

3) ...it is the Book of God. It is the word of God. 
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4) ...A lady once read a certain book and said it was one of 
the most boring books she had ever read. She fell in 
love with a man and learned that he was the author of 
the book. She read the book again and said it was one 

of the best she had ever read. What made the

difference? She knew the author. If you know the author 

of the Bible, then you have the ability to understand the 

Bible. He is our Divine teacher and guide to the Bible. 

5) ...to tell you that there are going to be some things that 
you at first will not understand. But the in-house divine 
teacher has a way of growing us by first the milk of 
God's word then the meat of His word. If you don't know 
the Lord vs 14 is a description...
